The Motacilla Regulus, or golden-erefted Wren, 
is the fmalleft of all the European birds, and till 
the difcovery of the Amcrican continent, was re- 
garded as the moft diminutive of the feathered 
tribe. The rich orange-coloured ftripe on the top

of the head, foftening into yellow, and bounded on 
cach fide by a line of black, givesa peculiarly beau- 


tiful appearance to this elegant fpecies. It is a bird 
of a hardy conftitution, and bears without feeming 


inconvenience the fevereft winters of our climate. 


It is more frequently feen on oak trees than on any 
others.
